Quebec, May 80.—F. E. Abbott, 
of Toronto, told of how Laurence 
Irving died trying to eave hi* 
wife. 

"I law him flnt in the paeeage- 
way,” Abbott laid, “and he laid 
calmly: 'I* the boat going 

down?' I said it looked like it. 
‘Dearie,’ Irving then laid to hi* 
wife, ‘hnrry, there ia no time to 
lose.' Mrs. Irving began to cry, 
and as the actor reached for a 
lifebelt the boat suddenly lurched 
and he was thrown against the 
door of his cabin. His. face was 
bloody and Mrs. Irving became 
frantic. 

" ‘Keep cool,’ he warned her, 
bnt she persisted in holding her 
arms around him. He foroed the 
life belt over her and pushed her 
out of the door. He then praoti- 


Montreal, May 30.—It was a tragic home-coming for those of the Salvation 
Army who were on the Empress of Ireland, and return to tell the story. Of the 
176 members of the army who left on the Empress, only 22 are alive to-day. 
Of these 17 arrived this morning. They and the other survivors on the trRln 
were the first to reach Montreal since the disaster. 

The scene when the train pulled into the station was one of infinite pathos. 
There was quite a large party of Salvationists waiting for the train and they 
all spoke of the terrible blow to the Army in Canada, taking at one sweep three 
out of the five members of the governing council of the Salvation Army In 
Canada.

Quebec, May 30.—One thousand and thirty-two persona lost 
their lives when the steamer Empress of Ireland was rammed and 
sunk in the St. Lawrence river yesterday. Figures made public 
to-day by the.C- P. R., owners of the .lost boat, showed that of 
the 1,387 persons on board, 355 were rescued, as follows: First 
cabin passengers; 18; second and third cabins, 131; crew 206. 

When the shi£ sailed she carried 87 first-class passengers, 


Quebec, May 30.-Of the thousand or 
more persons who went to their death 
yesterday with the sinking of the liner 
Empress of Ireland, the bodies \ot more 
than 300 had been recovered to-day 
search was being conducted in the St. 
Lawrence for others, and the living, 
estimated at 366. were either at or en 
route to their homes, garbed In gar¬ 
ments supplied by the residents of 
Rlmouski. 

Early to-day the bulk of the dead 
then recovered were placed on the 
government steamer Lady Orey at 
Rimouski to be brought to this city, 
pending identification. Captain Ken¬ 
dall, of the Empress of Ireland, still 
suffering from his injuries, remains at 
the little village. Prom the wharves, 
at low tide, he could see the funnels 
of his stricken ship gleaming above 
the river's surface. 

With the Empress, It became known 
to-day, went down $1,000,000 in silver 
bars shipped from Cobalt to England.

Ensign r lgmlre calmly told the tale 
to his tearful friends who asked for the 
last tidings of their beloved Comman¬ 
der Rees. He said there was no shock 
at the time of the collision. 

"I heard a grazing sound as If we 
were touching a berg.” he said, “and aa 
the sound continued I went up on deck 
curious to see what was wrong. I 
never got back to my cabin. The life¬ 
belts were all there and there were 
none on deck that I could see. The 
ship was already listing over danger¬ 
ously. It was all the work of a mo¬ 
ment. There were a number of pas¬ 
sengers on deck with me at the time 
but when I looked over my shoulder os 
I grabbed the rail I could see the gang¬ 
ways jammed with people.

KING GEORGE EXTENDS 
SYMPATHY IN WRECK 


TWO MORE ARE ADDED 

TO LIST OF LIVING 


President Poincare Benda 8incere Re¬ 
grets of France to the 
British Nation. 


London, May $0.—King George to¬ 
day cabled to the Duke of Connaught, 
governor-general of Canada: "I am 
deeply grieved over the awful disaster 
to the Empress of Ireland, In which 
so many Canadians loot their lives. 
Queen Mary and I both assure you of 
our heartfelt sympathy with those who 
mourn for the loss of relatives and 
friends.” 

To Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, presi¬ 
dent of the C. P. R., his majesty 
cabled: "In the appalling disaster 
which has befallen your company by 
the loss of the Empress of Ireland, in 
which so many perished, I offer you 
my sincere sympathy.” 

The king received this morning the 
following telegram from Raymond 
Poincare, president of France: "It Is 
with profound emotion that I learn 
of the terrible catastrophe in connec¬ 
tion with the Empress of Ireland 
which will plunge so many families 
into mourning. From my heart I 
tender to your majesty the sincere re¬ 
grets and keen sympathy of the 
French people.”

Queb«c, May 30.—A graphic description 
of the scene on the Empress after the 
collision was given by Dr. James F. 
Grant, the ship’s surgeon, who describ¬ 
ed the awful scene thus: 

"I was In my cabin, and heard noth¬ 
ing until the boat listed so badly that 
I tumbled out of my berth and rolled 
under It. I concluded that something 
had gone wrong, and tried to turn on 
the light, but there was no power. I 
-tried to find the door lock, but the list 
was so strong that it took me a con¬ 
siderable time to open It. When I reach¬ 
ed the alleyway the ship was so canted 
that my efforts to climb up were ren¬ 
dered Impossible by the carpet which 
I was clinging to breaking away. I 
then scrambled up and managed to get 
my head through a porthole, but I was 
unable to get my shoulders through. 

"At that time the ship was lying al¬ 
most flat m the water on her starboard 
side, and a passenger who was stand¬ 
ing on the plated side of the ship man¬ 
aged to pull me through the porthole. 

"About a hundred passengers were 
standing on the side of the ship at the 
time, and a moment after I Joined then 
the ship took another list and plunged 
to the bottom. Then I found myself in 
the water, and swam towards the lights 
of the collier, and, nearly exhausted by 
the struggle and exposure, I was picked 
up by a lifeboat which went on to the 
scene of the disaster and was loaded 
with survivors who were pulled out of 
the water and taken on board the 
steamer 8torstad. There we were heat¬ 
ed and wrapped in blankets, and I was 
provided with the clothes which I now 
wear, and which enabled me to do what 
I could to help the survivors, some of I 
whom were in such an exhausted con¬ 
dition that they died." 

Special praise was given by the pas¬ 
sengers to the heroic work of Dr. 
James F. Grant, who is from Victoria,

Yesterday we commented 
apparent Ineffectiveness of the 
bulkheuds of the steamship Em¬ 
press of Ireland. In the light of fur¬

"With the facilities which we have 
at our disposal to-day an accident of 
the nature of that in which the Em¬ 
press of Ireland and Storatad were in¬ 
volved, one would think, could have 
been avoided. If the Btorstad had 
carried wireless telegraphy she could 
have communicated her course to the 
Empress of Ireland and the Empress 
ln turn could have Informed the mas¬ 
ter of the collier how she was steer¬ 
ing. I think that wireless should be 
used when vessels are crossing or 
meeting head-on in a fog to tell the 
direction of the courses.” 

This statement was made this morn¬ 
ing by Capt. W. IL Whlteley, one of 
the Victoria pilots, who sailed on the 
St. Lawrence for a number of years 
before coming to this coast. The cap¬ 
tain Is a strong advocate of the In¬ 
stallation of wireless on all vessels, 
and he considers Marconi's invention 
the greatest aid to safe navigation 
and preservation of life at sea If 
properly used. 

"According to the rule of the road 
you are not allowed to give in a fog. 
without a vessel is visible, a passing 
signal as to how you are' directing 
your course,” continued the captain. 
"By the dse of wireless this could be 
overcome. The master of a ship could 
Inform a vessel, whose whistle he 
heard but could not see, whether he 
was directing his course to starboard 
or to port. The rule of the road says 
| that you must navigate your ship with 
caution In a fog. but when you first 
hear a whistle you cannot tell whether 
the ship Is crossing your bows, ap¬ 
proaching head-on or steaming with 
you. 

’’The regulations governing wireless 
discriminate against ships. Take, for 
Instance, a tramp carrying 48 men. 
She does not have to carry wireless. 
But lf another tramp happens to carry 
67 men she la compelled to have wire¬ 
less. It should be compulsory for all 
ships going out of sig}it of land to 


carry wireless for the safety of their 
own crews and also for the safety of 
other ships which might be nearby,” 
the captain continued. 

"In navigating the St, Lawrence 
river, owing to the strong currents, a 
man must have steerage way on his 
ship, whether he Is going with the tide 
or against it. If the Stcrstad had 
carried wireless and had heard the 
Empress whistle, as she no doubt did. 
she could have called the passenger 
ship and communicated her course to 
her. 

"The recent Newfoundland disaster 
on the- Atlantic coast, which we have 
Just got over, goes to emphasise the 
use of wireless at sea. There were 
eight vessels in the vicinity of the 
Newfoundland all equipped with wire¬ 
less, she being the only exception. 
When the crew of the Newfoundland 
did not turn up at nightfall the cap¬ 
tain thought the men were on board 
the Stefano. The captain of the 
Stefano thought they were aboard 
their own ships. They were cnly eight 
miles apart, but as the Newfoundland 
did not have wireless she could not 
communicate with the Stefano. The 
consequence was that 77 men were 
frosen to death that night and the 
next day and 26 were badly frexen. 
That was all owing to the Newfound¬ 
land having no wireless," Capt. WhUe- 
ley .concluded.

Victoria on June 17 of last year, went 
down to its last bed in the Arctic ocean 
off Herald island. 

Word of this disaster was received 
by the Canadian government yesterday,

Public Works Engineer Re¬ 
quested to Have Mud at 
Causeway Dredged 


There was a very good attendance 
last evening, with a noticeable gather¬ 
ing of officers of the corps and com¬ 
panion regiments, whose uniforms 
made a brilliant and striking appear¬ 
ance. The performance was greatly 
enjoyed and the sentiments of the au¬ 
dience were expressed infrequent ap¬ 
plause.

"The Second In Command" is a mili¬ 
tary comedy which has been very popu¬ 
lar in the old land since It was written 
by Captain Robert Marshall, has been 
occasionally performed in Canada, and 
is one of the plays which ia being used 
by Cyril Maude during his tour of this 
continent. It Is a somewhat creaky 
vehicle for histrionic talents, following 
conventional lines and at times remin¬ 
iscent of a style that Is dying out It 
exists to put before an audience the 
kindly "old duffer,” Major Christopher 
Bingham, and It Is justified by Its 
works. 


The author takes two officers In the 
same corps who are in love with the 
same girl, works in a series of miscon¬ 
structions arising from the financial 
straits of the girl’s impecunious broth¬ 
er, and there you are. Needless to 
say, it all cornea out right at the close 
of the fourth act, even for poor old 
"Kit” Bingham, who gets the V. C. and 
Is thus compensated for the loss of the 
girl. The play Is a composite of good 
humor, healthy sentiment and a cer¬ 
tain wistful pathos surrounding the 
luckless Kit, and al) combine to make 
a comedy which. whMc not comparable 
with the best of a couple of decades 
ago, is of much better calibre than a 
whole lot that passes muster for com¬ 
edy to-day. 

The chief character is Majbr Bing¬ 
ham, whose Incompetence, honor, lazi¬ 
ness, generosity and self-sacrificing 
heroism are of a sort that mark a fairly 
common type of the professional soldier 
of the empire. His misfortunes in love 
and war are told in a play that ia full 
of witty phrase, clever epigram and 
amusing situations. 

A company of excellent amateurs Is 
presenting the comedy and the players' 
work, as already stated, won the praise 
of last evening’s house. The weight of 
the presentation fell on H. Davis as 
the major, F. A. Forde as the colonel, 
who wins the girl, and Mrs. P. Byng- 
Hall as Muriel Mannerlng, and to a les¬ 
ser degree on W. H. Ricardo, In the low 
comedy role of young Carstairr, and 
Mrs. W. d'O. Rochfort. All these work¬ 
ed admirably In their individual Inter¬ 
pretations of their characters and in 
the interplay of personality and cir¬ 
cumstance.

For a long time the corner of the 
harbor formed by the building of the 
causeway and the fllllng-in of James 
bay has been filling up from the wash 
of mud by the tide and the accumula¬ 
tion of refuse from steamers at the 
docks, and at times the effluvia from 
this has been far from pleasant. 

The federal government has been 
urged from time to time to dredge out 
this corner sufficiently to enIBure that 
the nuisance shall be abated. Another 
attempt is being made to get attention 
to this very necessary w'ork, and to¬ 
day Mayor 8tewart sent the following 
letter to Major G. B. Hughes, resident 
engineer of the federal department of 
public works on Vancouver Island: 

“I am constrained to ask your 
earnest consideration for the request 
I now make on behalf of the citizens of 
Victoria, that something may be done, 
and with as little delay as possible, to 
have removed or in some measure 
! abated the offensive nuisance caused 
by the accumulation of mud impreg¬ 
nated with refuse discharged from the 
vessels using the harbor and from 
various other sources under the cause¬ 
way. 


evening at low tide the smell is very 
obnoxious. As you are probably aware, 
there are few, if any, of the cities r,n 
this continent that have so beautiful 
and attractive an entrance from the 
waterfront as the city of Victoria j 
possesses, and it is a great pity that 
such a great drawback as I have 
above Indicated should be permitted In 
connection with what is one of the j 
most beautiful harbors In the world, j 

"The exposed area of these mud- 
banks Is gradually accumulating, wlch 
the result that the smell becomes more 
offensive as the days go on, and wl’h 
the advent of even warmer weather 
than we are at present experiencing the 
Inevitable result is that the nuisance ; 
will grow worse unless some means I 
can be devised whereby it can be 
abated. 

"I feel sure that these plain facts 
only need bringing to your attention to 
ensure your earnest endeavors to ob¬ 
tain the consent of your department to 
the early removal of so much of this 
accumulation as may be practicable by 
the use of the local dredging plant. By 
giving this matter your early and fav-* 
orable consideration you will be con¬ 
ferring a great boon upon the citizens 
at large and also on those who visit 
our city at various times during the 
year." 

It is felt by his worship that this 
communication will have the result of 
the department taking action quickly 
to remove the nuisance, as Major 
Hughes, being himself a resident of the 
city, must personally be aware of the 
seriousness of the complaint made by 
citizens and by guests at the near-by 
hotels.
